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Curriculum 


An expanded and enriched curriculum, presented in eight daily periods of 
instruction, prepared the youth of Portage High School for tomorrow's teach- 
ers, secretaries, businessmen, homemakers, laborers, and leaders. 

Classroom activity varied from the study of Aristotle's Dialogues of Plato 
to demonstration speeches on the diapering of a baby. Field trips and spe- 
cial programs supplemented the students' regular curricular activity. 

PHS' increased size and added facilities offered even more learning oppor- 
tunities for students. The new lecture room, foreign language laboratories, 
shop and home economics rooms, and science and art rooms enabled stu- 
dents to explore various phases of study never before possible. 
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The used paperback book sale, sponsored by the 
English department, provided many students with 
a way to sell their old books for a profit and 
purchase others at a reduced price.

Sentence structure and Shakespeare 
were attacked by grammar and litera- 
ture classes once again, furthering their 
knowledge of the English language. 

Freshmen were initiated into high 
school English by reading several clas- 
sics, including Great Expectations and 
The Old Man and the Sea. After a re- 
view of basic grammar, they tried their 
hand on composing themes of descrip- 
tion and comparison. 

The Scarlet Letter, Billy Budd, and 
The Red Badge of Courage influenced 
the literary tastes of sophomores. Pol- 
ishing themes of persuasion and com- 
parison increased their writing ability. 

Character sketches, book analyses, 
and re-experience themes were the 
writing assignments of junior English 
classes. Pride and Prejudice and 
Wuthering Heights supplemented their 
regular study of English literature. 

For college preparatory students, se- 
nior English and humanities provided 
the knowledge needed to meet college 
entrance requirements.

Career Doors Opened by Specialized Courses 


Miniature ovens, dolls, hair falls, and 
even a motor scooter appeared as 
props in the practical and college-prep 
speech classes. During the semester, 
students spoke on topics from LSD to 
the Pueblo crisis. Mr. Dennis Norman's 
speech classes actively participated in 
the new homecoming “Spirit Week" by 
decorating their room with effigies and 
posters. 

In the one-semester dramatics course, 
students “learned by doing." They con- 
centrated on conveying emotion in per- 
forming their “solos" and “duos,” in 
which one or two students performed a 
scene from a play. The acting classes, 
in addition to learning the basics of 
acting, acquired the proper techniques 
of applying stage make-up. 

This year the beginning journalism 
students formed two classes due to the 
big increase in enrollment. The future 
staffers studied the basics of copy writ- 
ing, drawing layouts, cropping pic- 
tures, conducting interviews, and writ- 
ing articles. Field trips were also taken 
to various nearby newspapers.

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Art, Home Ec Teach Skills for Enjoyable Life

On-the-spot training and modern 
equipment in home economics and art 
classes provided students with an op- 
portunity to explore deeper into the 
various aspects of these fields. 

Home nursing classes again pro- 
vided a nursery school which was ex- 
panded to two sessions. Girls learned 
the basics of taking care of young chil- 
dren. The home economics department 
offered a new course in refinishing 
furniture. Boys' home ec was offered 
again, giving future bachelors experi- 
ence in the "domestic sciences." 

Art classes applied their knowledge 
and skills to conquer the projects they 
were assigned. Sculpture classes 
modeled various objects out of snow, 
while painting classes developed skills 
on canvas. This year, PHS received its 
own "Picasso" which was built and 
donated by sculpture students. 

Later in the year, outstanding art 
students competed in a contest to de- 
sign a seal for the city of Portage.

Business Courses Offer Valuable Experience 


The rhythmic pecking of typewriters 
and the pep talks of future salesmen 
once again indicated that the business 
department was one of the most active 
academic departments at PHS. 

Learning skills proved to be difficult, 
but profitable, for students in a ma- 
jority of the classes. Timed writings and 
accuracy tests in beginning typing 
aided those students in learning the 
basics, while advanced typists mas- 
tered electric typewriters and increased 
their speed. 

Courses in office machines and 
bookkeeping helped students under- 


stand and analyze the financial end 
of business. Use of various office ma- 
chines provided experience for the 
senior who planned to obtain a job 
after graduation. 

Through the use of practice sets and 
several projects, bookkeeping students 
recorded business transactions and pre- 
pared documents to determine income 
and capital in business. 

After taking several business courses, 
seniors were given a chance to work 
part day. They were therefore able to 
earn money while gaining needed ex- 
perience and receiving credits.

Opportunities 


Neatness, precision, and quality are 
three main factors of industrial arts 
courses. As an introduction, general 
shop explores the basic areas of 
measuring, drawing essentials, ma- 
chine uses, and costs and safety. 

Mechanical know-how plays an im- 
portant part in such classes as machine 
shop. Printing offers valuable knowl- 
edge in typesetting and press opera- 
tion. Natural power, electricity, and 
internal combustion are but a few of 
the areas touched upon in power me- 
chanics. 

Intense concentration teamed with a 
strong desire to accomplish the pros- 
pective outcome lend both interest and 
enthusiasms. While learning to perfect 
a certain skill, these courses help to 
prepare young men for future indus- 
trial work. 

Safety precautions are especially 
emphasized. Indiana has recently 
passed a law stating that in addition to 
all students wearing protective glasses 
while in class, visitors must now don 
safety goggles, too. 

This year many more machine shop 
classes have been added while hy- 
draulics has been dropped from the 
curriculum. In connection with class 
work, those students wishing to, are 
invited to participate in VICA, Voca- 
tional Industrial Clubs of America.

New Language Labs Encourage 


Tongue position, accent, and oral 
comprehension were stressed in all 
phases of the foreign language pro- 
gram. 

Students were given the opportunity 
to study either Spanish, French, Ger- 
man, or Latin for as many as five years 
by continuing their studies from junior 
high. 

First year students found a complete- 
ly new type of course open to them. 
They began their study with the foreign 
alphabet, tongue positions, and mem- 
orization of short dialogues. 

Second year students continued with 
memory work, and introduction to 


grammar structures, and increased 
reading. 

Foreign language majors in third, 
fourth, and fifth year classes delved 
into complex, grammatical structures, 
intensive reading, and compositions. 

Included in each year was a study 
of culture and habits. Movies, tapes, 
maps, and records enabled language 
students to realize the conditions and 
lives of people in their respective areas 
of study. 

As a final test of their achievements, 
ten language students participated in 
the Indiana University Honors Pro- 
gram, four of whom were finalists.

Speakers, Class Projects Add 


Ouija boards, World War I guns, and 
numerous films helped spark interest in 
social studies courses this year. 

Mr. James Douglas' advanced U. S. 
history class utilized a set of nine text- 
books, in addition to the standard 
book, to supplement their studies. At 
the beginning of the second semester, 
Mr. Dennis Bond's advanced class 
changed from the regular text to one 
dealing primarily with theory. 

Sociology classes studied the effect 
of society on the average teenager of 
today, and psychology classes went 
into an in-depth study of mental 


telepathy and ESP. 

Panel discussions concerning world 
problems roused the interest of world 
history students. World geography 
classes spent time studying maps and 
charts. 

Book reports and term papers were 
just part of the heavy schedule that 
had to be met by seniors in their gov- 
ernment classes this year. Current 
event reports and discussions were re- 
quired for sufficient credits to graduate. 
Economics classes staged a product 
tasting survey to test the consumer’s 
ability in purchasing superior products. 
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Discussing a passage from a textbook with Bob Walker and Bill Nebe is one of PHS' student teach- 
ers, Steve Szostek. Mr. Szostek observed and taught several different social studies classes.

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Math Classes Challenge Pythagoras, Descartes 



Composed of only two students, seniors Rich Kruckvich and 
Margaret Finucane, the calculus class finishes part of its daily assignment. 


Today's technological society makes 
ever-increasing demands on advanced 
mathematical skills. At Portage, a wide 
range of courses is offered with grow- 
ing emphasis on the "new math" to 
help students gain a good basic under- 
standing of the subject and, for some, 
to help prepare for mathematically- 
oriented careers. Sets and number re- 
lationships are studied in depth in all 
courses. 

The techniques of applying basic 
principles of logic and computations to 
everyday situations is taught in general 
and vocational math classes. Algebra 
I and II emphasize the solving of linear 
equations and graphs. Compasses, 
plastic and wood models, board 
graphs, and protractors were all neces- 
sary equipment for geometry students 
in their execution of constructions and 
study of theorems. 

In the advanced math classes, stu- 
dents delved into the complexities of 
trigonometry, analytical geometry, and 
calculus as preparation for college 
work.

Science Department Adds New Lab Facilities 


A complete vivarium, incubators, 
and five new rooms brought the PHS 
science department closer to establish- 
ing a more modern educational 
system. 

Depending upon his future plans, a 
student could begin his high school sci- 
ence program by studying the funda- 
mental principles of many science fields 
in general science or by learning about 
conditions of living organisms in 
biology. 

Matter, elements, and mixtures were 
examined by solving chemical equa- 
tions and problems in chemistry. The 
advanced course dealt mainly with 
experimentation and application of 
theories to specific elements and 
compounds. 

For students interested in further re- 
lated courses, botany and zoology was 
a more extensive laboratory for re- 
search. Physics as recommended for 
students interested in engineering and 
technology because of its study of 
motion, heat, sound, light, and 
electricity.
